O the th. day of this jnſtant Afey Mr. Prynne walking 
to Weſtminfter Hall, (where he had not been fix daies 
before, )mecting with ſome old ſecured and ſeciaded Members 
of Parliament , ſummoned by King Charles his Writ and 
Authority , for theſe only ends ( expreſſed in all writs of 
Summons to the Lords, and of Elections iſſued to Sheriffs 
of Counties for electing Knights, Citizens, and Burgeſ 
of Parliament, and in the Indentures themſelves by whic 
they were retorned Members; ) 79 confer and irtat of certain 
great and arduuus affairs, concerning the defence of the King, 
Kingdom , and Church of England, aud to ds and conſent 
to thoſe things which (hall happen to be therein ordained by 
Common counſel, (ok the King , Tozos, and Commons,) 
ronching the aforeſaid buſineſſes: which Parliament began 
at Weſiminſter the third day of November, 1640. They 
ſhewed him a Declaration of the Officers andConnſel of the Ar- 
my, made in ſuch haſt and confuſion, that they miſtook 
the Month wherein they madejit,dating it April 6.inſtead - 
of May 6.publiſhed by them that morning,(which Declara- 
tion the day before, was preſented to the Speaker of the ſaid 
Parliament, at the Rolls, by divers Officers of the Army in the 
nume of Col: Fleetwood, and the Counſel of Officers of the Ar- 
my, in preſence of many Members of the ſaid Parliament) con- 
taining their earneſt deſire, That thiſe Members who . 
continued to fit ſince the year 1648. untill the 20th, of April, 
1653. wonld return to the exercile and diſcharge of their tzufk, 
(expreſſed in the foreſa'd Writs and Indentures alone by 
thoſe who impo vred, elected, & entruſted them as their Re- 
preſentat ivs, without any other forged new truſt whatſoever, 
inconſiſtent with or repugnant to it) Promiſing their readineſs 
in th:ir places as became them, 2 yield their mmoſt A ſiiſtame

to them to ſu in ſafety, for improving the preſent opportunity for 
ſealing and ſecuring the peace and frecdom of this Common- 
wealth, praying for the preſence and bleſsing of God upon their 
endeavours ;\ who after they had E. many years in performance 
of the 4ruſt repoſed in them by the people, and being in the pro. 
Fecution of that Duty aſſembled in Parliament at Weltminſter, 
ven the 20th. day of April 165 3. were then interrupted and 
feed out of the Houſe from that time wntill this very day : Of

Coyenants,Conſcic aces, wherin moſt think they firſt turned 
ont of the way, by wandzing into other wayes fram righteous £ 
equal paths; which Members though they do not particularly 
invite to fit again, yet they having proved no bre: ch of truſt 
againſt them, do not in the leaſt meaſure intimate, that they 
would forcibly ſeclude them from fitting it that Parliament 
ſhould be publickly voted ſtill in being by vertue of the Sta- 
tute of 17 Carol; c. q. as they in their Counſel of rhe Army have 
actually reſolyed, by their invitation of the Members there- 
of to fit again, as Mr. . & thoſe Members who ſh-wed ir to 
him conceiyed upon their peruſal thereof. Mtr. P. being after 
informed, that the O Speaker and ſundry Members of 
the long Parliament were then met in the painted Chamber 
to conſult together in order to their mectivg again inthe 
Houſe, was moved to go thitherto them which he refuſed, 
becauſe it was no place where the Hoxſe of Commens ever. 
ſed to meet or fit as an Houſe , but only as a Committe upon 
conferences with the Lords : Soon after Mr. P. heard 
by ſome Members and others, that the old Speaker and about

1648. inthe Hall; they did think ſit and agree, that to av oid 
Tumult, about 12. or 14. of them, in the name of the 
reſt, if freely admitted without any ſecluſion, or en gage- 
ment; ſhould ina friendly manner, defire to know of them, 
t pon what account they did now fit there thus ſadainij and unex- 
pedtedly , without giving any convenient notice ir ſummons to 
all the reſt of the Members to ſit with them? If only by vertue 
of the Act of 17 Cœroli ch. 7. thus penned. Be it enatied and 
declared by the King our Soveraign Lozd, with the Aﬀent of 
the Loꝛds t Commons, That this pꝛeſent Parl. now aſſembled 
ſhall not be diſſoived, unleſs it be by Ad of Parliament to be 
palſed foz that purpoſe ; Noꝛ ſhall any time oz times during the 
continuance thereof, be pꝛoꝛogued oz adjourned, unleſs it be by 
Act of Parliament, to be /ik-wiſe paſſed for that f urpoſe. And that 
the Yonſe of Pers ſhall not at any time o2 times during this 
pꝛeſent Parliament, be adjourned; nnleſs it be by themſelves oz 
their own D2der, And in like manner, That the Bouſe of Com⸗ 
mons ſhall not at any time oz times during this pꝛeſent Parlia- 
ment, be adieu ne, un'eſ1 it be by their own Oder. And that all 
and every thing oz things what ſer ver done oz to be dou, fo2 the 
adjournment pꝛozoguing oz d. ſolving of this pzeſent Parlia- 
ment; ſhall be.utlerly voidand of none-effect; Then they inten- 
ded to ſend for the reſt of the Members _— inthe Hall 
to come in unto them: and to move, that all ſurviving 
Members of this Parliament, might by joynt conlent parti- 
cularly be ſentto, and invited to meet and fir inthe Houſe 
at a convenient day, before any Vote or Order paſſ ed by 
the then ſitting, thus ſodainly conyened without any notice 
( which'would be interpreted rather a ſurprize, and un- Par- 
liamentary practice, both by the abſent Members and the 
whole Natioa, than any 2 Vote or 
Order ot the Houſe) and mote diſcontent than invite

the publike rent greater than before. And hen they were 
there afſembled, that in the firſt place they might freely & 
fully debate this Queſtion, (where in there were different O- 
pimions between the Members themſelves, and other lear - 
ned Lawyers; Whether thus Parliament was not actually diſſol- 
ven by the lass Kings forcible death? which is clearly M. P. his 
opinion formerly publiſhed}Or,Whether it was not ſtill in be- 
ing, by vertue of thu Act, notwithſtanding the Kings death, or 
any other thing or things done already ty the Arm- officers or 
others for the aajowr ning, prorogui ng or diſſolving thereof? If 
it ſhould upon ſuch debate be Voted by the 4 jority of the 
Houſe to be really and legally diſſolved, they held it their duties 
and theirs now fitting, to acquieſce thercin, and act no 
farther as a Parl.

gered in their apprehenſions than ever, and would ſubmir

M. P. & the 
reſt all anſwered, That being Members of the old Parliament, 
as would give no account to the or any others of their ſitting bus 
to the Howſe it ſelf wherof they were Members, being contrary 
tothe Privilege of Parliament, which they c others were obliged 
inviolably to maintain: Upon which demanding their names, 
they ſaid; that if they would ſend in a Note of their names to the 
Houſe,and they ordered them to come in, they ſhould be admitted, 
Whereto Mr. P. replied, We yet knew not who were within 
the Honſe, nor whether they were yet ſitting, nor apon what ac- 
count they ſate; nor was it agreeable with the Cuſtom or Privi- 
lege of Parliament for one Member to ſend tickets to his fellow 
Members for free admiſcjon into the Houſe, beine all equals, and 
having an equal right freely to enter into it at all times, as well 
45 they; nor was it their duty thaw to capitulate with Members, 
but obey their juſt commands in opening the door : Which they 
fill refuſing, Mr. . demanded, Who and what they were,be.ng 
all iran gert to them ? and by whoſe authority, or order they thus 
forcibly kept them out? They ani wered,they were Officers of the 
army, and had ſufficient Authority to keep ti out, if they had not 
ſate ſince 1 648. till 165 3.Mr.P. demanded, From whom they 
had their warrant, ſince they could have none from thoſe 
within, being but neu ly entredʒand none elſe could give the 
ſuch a warrant, nor they within before they heard them, 
and gave good reaſon for it; demanding them to produce 
their Order, if they had any in writing, that they might know 
by whoſe authority they were thus forcibly kept out: de- 
manding their ſeveral names twice or thrice, wherwich y

"refuſed to aequaint them. Upon this M. P. toldthem, 7hey 
doubted of their Amhority Orders thus to ſeclude the, becauſe they 
"mere either aſhamed if afraid to tell the their names, when as they 
told them theirs :That they knew not whether = wereOfficers of 
the Army, or not, unleſs they knew their names, that ſo they might 
inquire the truth of it or ſaw their Commiſcions: And if they were 
Army. Officers indeed, they had publiſhed a printed Decl. in all 
their names that morning, inviting (as they conceiv'd') all 
Members they formerly ſecladed toreturn & ſit 7 in the Houſe 
to diſcharge their — they profeſſed their former force 
upon, & ſecluſion of them zo be a Bacłſliding, and wandring into 
Unzicurnrous Parus ; which they ſeemingly repented 
of; promiſing to yield their utmoſt aſſiſtance to them to ſit 
in ſafety; and praying for the preſence and bleſſing of God 
upon their endeavours: And if now within few hours after 
this Remonſtrance publiſhed, they thus highly and pablikely 
violated it inthe view of all there preſent, by returning to their 
former Backſlidings and Unrigtteous paths, in ſecluding thoſe 
who were Members afreſh , and violating their own Declarati- 
on, none would henceforth credit them, or it. Upon which one 
of them told M. P. Heknew he was none of them ho fare 
ſince 1648. till 1653, therfore they were not bound to let 
him in, being not within their Declaration. Who retorted, 
he thought their repentance had been univer ſal, not partial, of all 
their forces upon the Houſe and Members eſpecially of their grea- 
reſt Dec. 6. 1648. when they not only ſecluded, but ſecured and 
impriſoned him and 40 more in Hell, and other places, & forced 
away 3.times 4s many more for diſcharging their truſts, aſſer- 
ting the true GOOD Orv Cusn; againſt their Commiſs!0ns, 
truſts, Proteſtations, and printed Remonftr ances , which if they 
would look back upon and well conſider as they proclaim they had 
don in their New Decl.) they would find to be one of their grea· 
teſt Backſlidings where they firſt turned out of the way, web 
cauſed God to withdraw his preſence and Goop S YIAIr 
Fraou Tu zu ever. fince, and give them up to the proſecu- 
tron of a New Rm GOOD O 1D Cav s z, which had brought

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us into 2 {ad poſture , occuſioned many viciſſuudes d 
0 and cauſed God in bis Providence to małe all 
their Eſſaies to ſettle us, utterly ineffectualꝭ to convince them 
& reclaim them from their Zr which they now purſued 
afreſh, as vigorouſly as ever: That for his own part after 
his 1mpiſonment by them ag ainit bath Lame and Privilege in 
1648. in ſundry places, he was again fercibly ſerſed by ſome of the

years ande armed guards of Soldiers in 3. remote Caſtles ſarr 
diftart fro theſe then ſitting: Ther fave they ceuld not make their 
unrig l teoas Impriſonment of him hen witheut any cauſe or hea- 
ring, a juſt ground is ſeclude him from ſitting row. But all 
thele expoſtulations of M. F. and othets, not prevailing, 
they diſn ed all preſent to take notice and bear witnes of this gl

Lambert in ti e Lobby, complair ed to him of this Forcible 
ſecluſion z who gave him a civil Anſwer to this effeR ,

repreſented: That he was never convicted of any breach of his

Mr. F. having 'acquainted 
ſome lecluded Members in the Hall with theſe paſſages in 
the Houſezwho agreeing to {end a letter to the Speaker tou- 
ching their forcible ſecluſion on Saturday, he returned to 
Lincolns Inne, where he dined in the Hall: Immediatly after 
dinner he repaired to Weſ{minſter, with a reſolution to goe

torth towards the Abby, till all were gone from the ſiepsz

When Mr. Prynne was kept 
cloſe Priſoner in Pendennis Caſtle by Jobn Bradſhaws and our New 
Republicans —— warrant in July, 1651. ſome four dayes 
after his impriloment there, divers Officers and Souldiers ofthe 
Garriſon ,- who had long debated every day for ſundry Months 
before, their preſent expected perſonal reign of Chriſt on Earth,repai-

Kingdoms, they 
thought , talked of nothing but being all Kings themſelves, and of reigu- 
ing perſonally on Earth cheek by joll with Chriſt himſelf, as his Fellows 
Kings, no Earthly King being fit to be a Companion 15 ſuch tranſcen- 
dent ſublimated Saints as they thought themſelves. Bit they were all 
oſt groſly miſtaken : for that very Text of Rev. 20. 4, 5. (which 
he read out of one of their Bibles) whereon they principally 
rounded their Opinions and Reign, was pointblank againſt them.

elſe ſhall thus reign with eſus Cbriſi a thouſand years , but only the 
ſouls of thoſe who were for the teſtimony of TeſwCbriſt,&c.le 
b: ing expreſly averred in the affirmative;then in the Negative, Bui the 
reſt of the Dead lived not till the thouſand years were paſt. — which 
account, the late King, and other Proteſtants whoſe Heads they 
had cut off, and thoſe Godly Chrjitians they had ſlain, murdered 
in the Wars; and perchance himſelf and others who had loſt their 
Fars, Liberties , Eflates, and were ſhut up cloſe Priſoners, for 1be 
Teſtimony of leſus Chriſt, and bad not worſhipped , but oppoſed the Beaſt 
of Rome, bis Image, Superſtitions, innovations, Proceedings agdinft 
the late King, Parliament, Religion, nor received the mark of the Beaſt in 
their Foreheads or bands, might peradventure reign with Chriſt a thouſand 
years, But as for themſelves and other Army Saints, who ma de 
it their buſineſſe, and reputed it their honour , Saintſhip, to 
cut off the Heads of their own Chriſtian Kings, Nobles, Brethren;

priſon, cloſe-impriſon their Members, worſhipping the very beaſt

and affo2d all kind uſage to his Majeſties perſon, Family, aud 
late Party; as the mot hononrable, pzudent, and Chziſtian way 
and the moſt hopefull courſe to take away the pzeſent and future 
ſeeds of Warr amongſt us to poſterity. and to pzocure a laſting 
Peace and a Government in this diſtracted Nation : And in 
your Propoſals 1 Aug: 1647. for The ſettlement of a firm peace, 
you have the like expreflions again: as Mr. Prynne in bis Speech in 
Parliament, Dec. 4.
